San Salvador. Several Salvoes of Artillery were 
made, and Bonfires and Illuminations which were 
tobe continued 9 Days. The Archbifhop cf Sara- 
gofa perform’d the fame Ceremony, and officiated 
pontifically in the Church of our Lady of Pilar, 
where he Count de Xerena Prefident and the Offi- 


cers of the Chancery affifted, with a great Con- 


courfe of the Nobility. Don Antonio de! Valie has 
eus'd Tz Deum to be fung at Valencia, where all 
Manner of Rejoycings were made, Deputies from 
Hurges have waited on the King, to compliment 
him on the Birth of the Prince, being introduc'd by 
the Conable of Caftile ; as have thofe fram Sevilie 
bythe Duke of Medina Sidonia ; and thofe of Sa- 
lmanca, Segovia, and Avila, by the Count de 
Benavane, tne Marquis d’Aguilar, and the Count 
deSant-Ittevan. Aili thofe Cities have made Pre- 
fens to the Prince ; and Don Manuel Arias Arch- 
bihop of Seville, has of his own Accord fent him 
oneof 1oco Piftuies. Letters from Balaguer have 
brought the Particulars of what pafs’d in a Forrage 
which the Duke of Orleans caus’d to be made, and 
inwhich by the good Conduct and Valour of his 
Roal Highnefs, the Enemy who had plac’d in Am- 
buh behind Belcayre the Regiments of Horfe of 
Morras, Saragoffi, Sobias, and Nebot, and 2 of 
Porruguefs, ina Wood near Linnola, to fall upon. 
our Forragers, were repuls'd with the Lofs of above 
300 Men kil’'d, befides 150 Soldiers taken Prifoners, 
ind 6 Officers, among which are the Collonel and 
Lieutenart .Collonel of the Regiment of Saragoffa, 
who will be treated as Rebels and Deferters. Bri- 
gedier Don Jofeph de Chaves, fince the taking Bo- 
layrente, has befieged Alcoy ; and the Town of 
Confentayna and all its Dependancies, have fent 
Deputies to his Camp, to make their Submiffion. 
\j00 Miguelets who attempted to throw Succours 
ito Alcay, were defeated, and many of them kill'd 
ormade Prifoners. The Chevalier d’ Hasfelc bas 
taken the Town of. Chert, in the Neck of the 
Mountains of Morella ; 35 Miquelets were kill’d in 
the Auack; 6 that were taken, were hang’d at 
Sin-Matheo.

Cadix, Aug. 30. Two French Frigates have taken 
in frefth Provifions here, with which they fail'd 
Yefterday to joyn che Squadron of 7 French Men 
cf War that is cruifing off the Mouth of the Tagus. 
Letters from Ceuta of the 25th Inftanr, tell us, that 
the Moors who lye before that Place, tho’ con- 
fiderably reinforc’d of late, forbare to make any 
vigcrous Attempt, They had Advice at Ceuta 
from Oran, that the Moors who lye before that 
Place, made a 2d Affaulr the 18th Inftant on the 
Caftle of St. Philir, but were repulsd with very | 
great Lofs.

Parw, Sept. 24. Letters from Balaguer ‘in Catalo- 
nia of the 4th Ioftant, advife, that the Night be- 
tween the 3: ft paft and the 1ft Inftant, the Duke of 
Orleans march’d from thence with 18 Betrallions and 
5° Squadrons, to fight the Enemy encamp'd 4 Lea- 
gues from thence, or force them co repafs the Mour-: 
tains. Being oblig’d to march through a Plain, he 
was difcover'd, and found the Enemy in Batrallia, 
who retird over the Mountains 8 Leagues from 
their former Camp. 200 of their Oxen were taken, 
and the Duke of Orleans encamp’d in 2 Conntry a- 
bounding with Forrage, fixing bis Head Quarter at 
Belpuch, whence not one Inhabitant bed retir'd, be- 
caufe his Royal Highnefs had caus’d an Amnefty to 
be publifh’'d. The 3d his Royal Highnefs was taken 
with a Fever, which oblig’d him to returs the 6th to 
Balaguer ; but it went off agen. The 9th he {ent 
to inveft Lerida ; the reft of the Army march’'d the 
1oth in the Evening ; and his Royal Highnefs was 
to be there the 11th. oy
